1. CHINA 

GELB (NYT) AND MORGAN (WP) REPORT THAT AT 1 1/4 WH NEWS 
BRIEFING, NESSEN EXPLAINED DELAY IN ANNOUNCING PRES' 

PRC VISIT AS "JUST A LOT OF SCHEDULING AND TECHNICAL 
ISSUES BEING WORKED ON"; SPOKESMAN REITERATED THAT FORD 
EXPECTS GO TO PEKING - "I'VE HEARD OF NO CHANGE IN 
PLANS." ACCORDING GELB, ADMIN OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGE 
FORD HAVING CONSIDERABLE DIFFICULTY ARRANGING DATE FOR 
PRC TRIP. REPORTS THAT SPECULATION ABOUT SOME DETERIORA 
TION IN SINO-US RELATIONS MOUNTED TUESDAY WHEN WH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ADVANCE TEAM, BOUND FOR PEKING TO PREPARE PRES 1 VISIT, 
BOARDED AIRCRAFT ONLY TO BE TOLD TO DEBARK JUST AS 
ENGINES WERE WARMING. ASKED ABOUT THIS, NESSEN SAID 
HE HAD BEEN TOLD THERE WAS "SOME KIND OF MIX-UP ON 
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WHEN THEY WERE SUPPOSED TO GO.” 

ACCORDING GELB, OTHER OFFICIALS SAID"MIX-UP" WAS MORE 
OF MISCALCULATION ABOUT EXTENT OF PEKING'S EAGERNESS TO 
SETTLE MATTER. THEY REPORT HAK SENT PEKING MESSAGE FRIDAY, 
PROPOSING DATE TO BEGIN VISIT AND INFORMING CHINESE 
THAT PRES DESIRED SHORTEN STAY THERE FROM FIVE-SIX DAYS 

TO FOUR, WITH PLANS BEING DEVELOPED FOR INDONESIA, 

PHILIPPINES VISIT IN EXTRA DAY OR TWO. PEKING REPLY, 

EXPECTED SUNDAY, DID NOT ARRIVE UNTIL LATE TUESDAY, 

AFTER ADVANCE PARTY MEMBERS HAD RETURNED TO OFFICES ON 
FOUR-HOUR ALERT. ACCORDING OFFICIALS. REPLY REJECTED 
DATE US PROPOSED, AND WAS REPORTEDLY VAGUE EVEN ABOUT 
VISIT ITSELF. ADMIN OFFICIALS MAINTAIN TRIP ITSELF 
NOT IN JEOPARDY, THAT NEGOTIATIONS CONCERNED DETAILS; 

BUT THEY ALSO MADE CLEAR THAT IN THEIR JUDGMENT PEKING 
WOULD NOT HAGGLE OVER THESE MATTERS UNLESS SOMETHING 
MORE BASIC TROUBLING CHINESE LEADERS. 

GELB REPORTS VARIOUS OFFICIALS OFFERING DIFFERENT 
EXPLANATIONS FOR APPARENT DIFFICULTIES. WHICH DEVELOPED 
DURING COURSE OF HAK'S CHILLY CONVERSATIONS IN PEKING 
RECENTLY. SOME, PARTICULARLY IN DOD, TERM HAK PRC 
TRIP "DISASTER," BASING JUDGMENT ALMOST ENTIRELY ON 
PUBLIC LECTURES CHINESE DELIVERED ON DETENTE AND THEIR 
REPEATED PRIVATE WARNINGS TO HAK AGAINST BEING MISLED 
BY SOVIET IN SALT AND ON WE. TO THESE SOURCES, DISMISSAL 
OF SCHLESINGER - REGARDED BY PEKING AS ADMIN FIGURE 
WHO BEST UNDERSTOOD SOVIET THREAT - EXACERBATED THIS 
TENSION OVER HAK'S DETENTE POLICY. GELB SAYS OTHER 
OFFICIALS AGREED DETENTE POLICY PART OF PROBLEM, BUT 
SAID THERE BOUND TO BE OTHER FACTORS THAT COULD ONLY 
BE GUESSED AT, GIVEN CHINESE PENCHANT FOR SECRECY - 
SUCH AS INTERNAL PRC STRUGGLES, THEIR PERCEPTION OF US 
AS DECLINING POWER, POSSIBLE DISSATISFACTION OVER LACK 
OF FURTHER PROGRESS ON TAIWAN ISSUE AND RECENT SINO- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INDIAN CLASH IN HIMALAYAS. TO THESE OFFICIALS. OBVIOUS 
THAT SINO-US RELATIONS NOT IMPROVING; BUT THEY 
EXPLAINED MAIN ISSUE NOW DIVIDING TWO NATIONS - DETENTE 
- ALSO REMAINS BASIC COMMON INTEREST. THEY ADDED THAT 
HAK'S PRC TRIP SHOWED THERE WAS LOT TO TALK ABOUT, BUT 
LITTLE TO NEGOTIATE. 

MORGAN REPORTS CHINA EXPERT DWIGHT PERKINS TOLD BREAKFAST 
MEETING OF REPORTERS IN WASHINGTON TUESDAY THAT WEEKEND 
WH CABINET SHAKE-UP COULD HAVE IMPACT ON RELATIONS WITH 
PEKING; SUGGESTED SCHLESINGER OUSTER WILL BE SEEN UNFAVOR- 
ABLY BY CHINESE BECAUSE OF HIS REPUTATION THERE FOR 
TEMPERING SUPPORT FOR DETENTE WITH STRONG US COUNTER TO 
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SOVIET MIL POWER. MORGAN ALSO CITES REPORTS PEKING 
IS UNHAPPY AT FORD PLANS TO VISITPHILIPPINES, INDONESIA 
AS PART OF PRC TRIP (WP). 

ACCORDING SUN'S WASHINGTON BUREAU, PRES MAY HAVE FURTHER 

TROUBLE FOR PRC VISIT BY HIS FAILURE IMMEDIATELY TO 

NAME BUSH SUCCESSOR, AS WELL AS CHINESE UNCERTAINTY ABOUT 

HIS NEW NATIONAL SECURITY TEAM - POSSIBLY GIVING 
CHINESE ADDED INCENTIVE TO POSTPONE TRIP. STATES 
NEITHER BUSH DEPARTURE NOR SCHLESINGER OUSTER WAS 
CALCULATED TO WARM ALREADY-CHILLY CHINESE HIERARCHY. 

SEN. CHURCH CALLED TUESDAY NEWS CONFERENCE; ANNOUNCED, 
INTER ALIA, HE WOULD OPPOSE ANY WH SUGGESTION HIS

USUALLY MEANS NEW FACES. BUSH'S INEXPERIENCE IN 
INTELLIGENCE FIELD MAY, UNDER PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES, 

BE POSITIVE ADVANTAGE. HE MEANS FRESH START, AT LEAST 
AT TOP. 

KEATLEY (WSJ) CONSIDER; BUSH "ANOTHER UPWARD STRIVING 
OFFICE-SEEKER WHO IS UNLIKELY TO TELL THE PRESIDENT 
THINGS HE DOESN'T WANT TO HEAR." SEES PRC RELATIONSHIP 
FRAYING NOW, WITH PEKING APPARENTLY LOSING CONFIDENCE 
IN US WILLINGNESS STAND UP TO SOVIET, AND LOSING INTEREST 
IN BEING GOOD FRIENDS WITH US. THINKS PRC NOW MAY CANCEL 
FORD VISIT, AND SUSPECTS CAMPAIGNING PRES COULD WELL 
PREFER LET THINGS SLIDE RATHER THAN MAKE TOUGH DECISIONS 
ABOUT TAIWAN OR OTHER SUBJECTS WHICH DIVIDE US, PRC. 

GEORGE WILL fWP) SEES SCHLESINGER FIRING AS FOOLISH 
THING DONE IN FOOLISH WAY, WHICH WILL CONFIRM PRC AND 
SOVIET IN THEIR "NOT UNREASONABLE" BELIEFS US STILL 
WILLING SACRIFICE MUCH ON ALTAR OF SOVIET GOOD HUMOR. 

BRADSHER (WSTAR 1 1/4) SUGGESTS IMPLICATIONS OF ADMIN 
SHAKEUP WILL DROP TEMPERATURE FEW MORE DEGREES ON FORD 
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PRC VISIT, WHICH ALREADY EXPECTED TO BE COOL. PEKING 
APT TO SEE ADMIN CHANGES MEANING US MORE WILLING REACH 
SALT AGREEMENT WITH SOVIET. THINKS BUSH REMOVAL WILL BE 
VIEWED WITH SUSPICION, AND PRES FACES PROBLEM REASSURING 

PRC HE IS NOT DOWNGRADING PEKING CONNECTION. SAYS BUSH 
HAD ENOUGH POLITICAL IMPORTANCE TO EXEMPLIFY 
SIGNIFICANCE OF USLO JOB, BUT IT IS ESSENTIALLY SHOWPIECE 
ASSIGNMENT, FRUSTRATING FOR AN ACTIVE MAN BECAUSE USLO 
CONDUCTS LITTLE SUBSTANTIVE BUSINESS; LIKE BRUCE, BUSH 
MIGHT WELL HAVE WANTED OUT AFTER GETTING BORED. RECALLS 
WHEN BRUCE CHANGED FOR BUSH, WH WAS CAREFUL MAKE PLAIN 
TO CHINESE THAT POLITICALLY IMPORTANT MAN BEING KEPT IN 
PEKING; FAILURE NOW TO F ILL JOB IMMEDIATELY IMPLIED 
ADMIN NO LONGER SHOWING SAME CONCERN FOR CHINESE 
SENSIBILITIES. DAY-TO-DAY USLO WORK DONE BY DOS 
SPECIALISTS, BUT TOP MAN MUST BE PERSONAL CONTACT BETWEEN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FORD AND WHOEVER CHINESE LEADERS ARE. 

IN 1 1/1 NEW REPUBLIC, ROSS TERRILL SAYS IN LIGHT OF 
OVERALL WORLD POLITICS, WOULD BE UNWISE TO LET TAIWAN 
ISSUE LIE. SOLID, MANY-SIDED US-PRC TIE IS ONE OF 
BEST OPTIONS FOR COUNTERING SOVIET POWER, RELAXING EA 
TENSIONS; ALSO, PEOPLE AND TRADERS OF TWO COUNTRIES HAVE 
INTEREST AND COMPATIBILITY WITH EACH OTHER. NOT BEYOND 
LIMITS OF STRONG LEADERSHIP ON BOTH SIDES TO FIND 
TAIWAN SOLUTION-PROVIDED IDEALISM AND RIGIDITY OF US 
"COMMITMENTS' 1 TO TAIPEI ARE MODIFIED BY REMEMBRANCE OF 
HISTORY AND SENSE OF FUTURE STRATEGIC NEED. ONCE TAIPEI 
CEASES POSING AS GOVT OF CHINA, OR IS NO LONGER SO 
ACKNOWLEDGED BY US, AND ONCE TAIWAN IS NO MORE SITE OF 
FOREIGN PLANES AND JOINT US-TAIWAN WAR GAMES, TAIWAN 
QUESTION AS SEPARATED PROVINCE MAY NOT BE SO URGENT TO 
PEKING AS MANY NOW ASSUME. 

THREE REASONS US SHOULD PROMPTLY TAKE INITIATIVE ON 
TAIWAN: OUR TIE WITH PEKING WILL BE CRITICAL RELATIONSHIP 
IN 1980S; US CANNOT FOREVER PRETEND TAIPEI GOVT IS ROC; 

IN US INTERESTS TO CARRY THROUGH ON SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE 
WHILE MAO/CHOU STILT. RULE. BENDING ON ISSUE ALREADY 
DONE BY THEM, AND PRESENCE VOICES IN PEKING SPEAKING 
FOR MORE CONCILIATORY LINE TOWARD SOVIET, SHOULD SPUR 
US TO SETTLE TAIWAN ISSUE EARLY AS POSSIBLE. OF PEKING'S 
THREE DEMANDS RE TAIWAN (US ENDING DIPLOMATIC TIES WITH 
TAIWAN, MAKING MIL WITHDRAWAL FROM TAIWAN AND ABROGATION 
US 1954 SECURITY PACT WITH CCK'S ROC), LAST IS STICKY 
ONE. TREATY HAS BIZARRE NATURE-BINDS US TO GOVT THAT IS 
NOT GOVT OF COUNTRY IT CLAIMS TO BE. US ALREADY 
VIOLATED ART VII OF TREATY (WHICH REQUIRES DISPOSITION 
OF FORCES IN TAIWAN BE "DETERMINED BY MUTUAL AGREEMENT") 
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WHEN WE ANNOUNCED UNILATERALLY WE WERE GOING WIND DOWN 
US FORCES THERE. 

US MIGHT RECOGNIZE PRC, TURN USLO INTO EMBASSY AND TAIPEI 
EMBASSY INTO KIND OF LIAISON OFFICE, CONTINUE WINDING 
DOWN OUR FORCES ON TAIWAN, WHILE AMERICANS KEPT FULL 
RANGE OF ECON/CULTURAL RELATIONSHIPS WITH VARIOUS ORGANS 
IN TAIWAN. AS FOR TREATY. PEKING WOULD TAKE VIEW IT HAD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CEASED EXIST. US WOULD ACCEPT THAT WE NO LONGER HAD 
TREATY WITH ROC, WHILE MAKING STATEMENT OF INTENT TO 
DEFEND REGION IN WHICH TAIWAN LOCATED. SUCH STEP WOULD 
REFLECT IN NO WAY ON US GENERAL RELIABILITY TOWARD ALLIES, 
SINCE, UNLIKE JAPAN. AUSTRALIA OR SK. THIS ALLY HAS FOR 
27 YEARS NOT BEEN IN CONTROL OF OWN TERRITORY. TO 
UNDERLINE US CONFIDENCE IN TAIWAN'S FREE, PROSPEROUS 
FUTURE, PRES FORD. AFTER VISITING PEKING AND RECOGNIZING 
PRC, COULD VISIT TAIWAN TO PAY RESPECTS IN VARIOUS 
CIRCLES OF LIFE THERE AND DISCUSS ECON/CULTURAL TIES. 

WOULD BE IMPORTANT THAT US TV SHOW PRES AND CONGRESSIONAL 
ENTOURAGE MINGLING WITH TAIWAN PEOPLE, WHO HAD NOT 
DROPPED INTO SEA AS RESULT OF US RECOGNITION PRC. FOR 
PEKING TO LOOK OTHER WAY DURING FORD'S TAIWAN VISIT 
WOULD BE TO DEMONSTRATE SINCERITY OF MAO'S STATEMENT 
THAT TAIWAN SOLUTION WILL BE "GRADUAL," "LONG-TERM." 

JUST AS TAIWAN HAS SURVIVED LOSS OF RECOGNITION BY TENS 
OF COUNTRIES, LOSS OF PEACE TREATY WITH JAPAN, IT WOULD 
SURVIVE SIMILAR STEP BY US. KISSINGER
